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At a recent meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Montgomery 
County Tuberculosis Society, the 
society's solicitor, State Senator 
Fletcher W. Stites, of Narberth, 
was instructed to bring mandamus 
proceedings against the county com- 
missioners in an effort to force them 
to erect the long-planned county 
tuberculosis society hospital. 

No steps have yet been taken, 
Senator Stites declared yesterday, 
but a conference to complete plans 
for action will probably be held in 
Norristown this week-end. 

At the meeting of the executive 
committee Clayton H. Alderfer 
quoted Commissioner Stout as say- 
ing the commissioners hesitate in 
going forward with the hospital 
erection because it has not been 
decided whether the vote of the 
people in favor of the movement 
was legal. Mr. Stout suggested it 
again be placed before the voters in 
November saying that then the 
commissioners would proceed if the 
majority of voters approved. 
Mandamus Approved in June. 
Dr. William G. Miller, president 
of the society, stated the legality of 
the action had been upheld by the 
Court and at three Legislature ses- 
sions, and that the counsels for the 
society, both State and county, were 
firm in their statements the vote 
was entirely legal. 

Dr. Miller said the mandamus 
proceedings were first approved by 
the society in June last. The delay 
in taking the legal action was to 
give the county commissioners a 
chance to start the erection of the 
hospital without legal action. 

A motion was passed to appoint 
Attorney I. P. Knipe, the society's' 
counsel, with Attorney Stites. 

The Christmas seal sale was an- 
other important subject for discus- 
sion at the meeting and Miss M. 
Chloe Jackson, the new executive 
secretary, said in surveying the 
county it was her opinion with a 
fair amount of effort the goal for 
this year should be set at $25,000. 
Need Hospital. 
Twenty communities are repre- 
sented in the tuberculosis clinic 
service. On record in the county 
there are 161 active cases and 465 
observations which, it was stated, 
represents only about one-third of 
the cases in the county. 

"These figures," said Miss Jack- 
son, "show what need there is for 
the hospital in the county to keep 
the disease from spreading." 

With Miss Nancy P. Highly act- 
ing as general advisory chairman 
of the county with Miss Jackson, 
for the Christmas seal sale, these 
community chairmen will serve this 
year : Bryn Mawr, Mrs. J. E. Cald- 
well ; Cynwyd, Mrs. Walter Witak- 
er.

The young 
girl, Gita, brought up in this at- 
mosphere, becomes a man-hater 
and at the same time ashamed of 
her own sex. She tries cutting 
her hair short, she tries dressing 
like a man and even tries an un- 
usal experiment with marriage. 
The ending appears happy, and 
the reader will certainly wish 
Gita Carteret peace in the future 
she has chosen. 

"Samuel Drummond," by 
Thomas Boyd, will make a strong 
appeal to all patriotic Americans. 
Mr. Boyd has written a story 
about the home of a settler in 
Ohio when that State was "out 
West." Samuel Drummond and 
Marthy Jane marry and on their 
honeymoon ride on a train ! What 
a big event that is for them. On 
their return they settle on their 
own farm of some 200 acres and 
life begins. No electric stoves, 
washers or cleaners for Marthy 
Jane, and neither help nor ma- 
chinery for Samuel. But fields 
must be planted and food and 
clothes provided for the growing 
family. Still they keep their love 
for each other in spite of many 
troubles, and in the end go hand 
in hand to a little house to end 
their days. 

"The Polyglots," by William 
Gerhardi, is the story of the life 
of a much mixed family after the 
war ended and left them living 
in Manchuria. Aunt Teresa, of 
the indomitable will, is the family 
leader. Born in England, she was 
adopted by a Russian while her 
father was in (business in Siberia. 
Married to a Belgian, she lived in 
his country till the war broke 
out, and feeling that Europe was 
no place for her while there was 
lighting going on, she took her 
daughter and soldier husband and 
hurried to Japan. The story 
deals with the people she gathers 
around her and how, through af- 
fecting illness and playing upon 
people's sympathies, she gains 
her own way. And finally the 
tale ends with Aunt Teresa and 
her large family of connections 
on a ship bound for England, 
where she hopes to gain still more 
comfort for herself. 

"Breadgivers" is a dramatic 
story of New York's East Side. 
Anzia Yezierska, the author, has 
painted a vivid word picture of 
Hester street with its crowded 
tenements and its great mass of 
immigrants as they struggle to 
exist in the turmoil of America 
life. In the Smolinsky family 
is one daughter, Sara, who wants 
with all her heart and soul to 
become a teacher in the public 
schools. In contrast to her is 
her father, an old man who can- 
not adopt the ways of America 
and to whom the freedom of 
women in this land is nothing 
short of evil. The story makes 
one ache with pity over their 
barren lives, but Sara's fight to 
climb from Hester street to col- 
lege is the making of a good 
American.
